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Worker is 
jailed for 
assault on 
teen girl 

A FORMER music studio 
boss and church worker 
who sexually assaulted a 
teenage girl has been jailed 
for three and a half years. 

Father-of-two Mark 
Pearce had made advances 
to the girl at the former 
MPM Studio in Walsall and 
in his car. 

The 43-year-old, who has 
twice before been convicted 
of sexual assaults on young 
people, told his victim that 
he could help to further her 
singing career. 

He was sentenced at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
on Monday, where he was 
described as a ‘manipula¬ 
tive liar’. 

The offences dated back 
more than 12 years but 
were not reported until 
last year because the victim 
feared for the safety of other 
youngsters and reported 
him. 

Pearce, of Church Green, 
Stowlawn, Wolverhampton, 
was found guilty of three 
sexual assaults and a count 
of indecency against a child 
by a jury earlier this year. 

It was said at a previous 
court hearing that he had 
been a pastor at the The 
New Testament Church 
Church of Gold in Bilston. 
But the New Testament 
Church of God said he was 
never an ordained minister 
at the church. He held the 
first rank of credentials 
as an exhorter but was re¬ 
voked.

Birmingham County Court approved 
the undisclosed settlement from Walsall 
Healthcare NHS Trust which will cover 
costs of the teenager’s ongoing treatment, 
rehabilitation and lost earnings. 

The teenager, from Sutton Coldfield, 
was reviewed by a physiotherapist at his 
club after being injured in a tackle whilst 
playing a professional game on October 31, 
2010 and advised to go to hospital. Kaine 
was given an X-ray at Walsall Manor Hos¬ 
pital’s accident and emergency depart¬ 
ment but told there was no fracture, just 
a bad sprain. 

At hospital almost a month later staff 
still did not mention the possibility of 
a fracture, after another X-ray. Instead 
the foot was placed in a plaster cast for a 
month and the teenager was given the all- 
clear in December. It was not until Sean 
Beckett took his son to a private hospital 
to see a specialist in April 2011 Kaine was 
given an MRI scan and he was diagnosed 
with a fracture to his fifth metatarsal. 

Expert evidence commissioned by law 
firm Irwin Mitchell found had Kaine’s 
fracture been diagnosed between October 
31 and November 24 his injury could have 
been successfully treated in a cast. 

Instead he needed a bone graft from his 
hip to replace the damage in his foot and a 
pin inserting to encourage it to heal. The 
trust agreed a partial admission of liability 
in June 2013, but denied the delay made 
any difference to the treatment given. 

Mr Beckett, 48, said: “Although the 
settlement approval marks the end of our 
legal battle, it’s very hard not to remain 
angry. To put so much hard work in, to 
then be unable to do any physical exercise 
for nearly a year because hospital staff 
failed to discover the cause of his constant 
pain is appalling.”

The firm, one of the 
UK’s most respected saddle 
makers and more widely 
known for its Barnsby 
brand, had been struggling 
against tough market condi¬ 
tions for many months. 

But attempts to turn the 
business around and re¬ 
structure it were unsuccess¬ 
ful and it has been closed 
down. Andy McGill, partner 
at the Birmingham office of 
Smith & Williamson, the ac¬ 
countancy and investment 
management group, has 
been appointed as adminis¬ 
trator for the 221-year-old 
company. 

All the saddles made by 
the company, which held a 
Royal Warrant as a supplier 
to the Queen, were hand¬ 
made. Barnsby saddles are 
used by The King’s Troop 
Royal Horse Artillery, The 
Household Cavalry and 
many elite equestrian rid¬ 
ers. 

MrMcGill said: “It had 
been hoped that it might

HIP in call 
on insulin 
treatment 

AN MP has called on the 
health secretary to make in¬ 
sulin patch pumps available 
on the NHS. 

Walsall South MP Valerie 
Vaz wants them to be avail¬ 
able to sufferers of Type 1 
Diabetes. 

Valerie said: “Many peo¬ 
ple who suffer from type 
1 Diabetes have to use an 
insulin pump which is at¬ 
tached by a cannula to the 
stomach. 

“These pumps are uncom¬ 
fortable, difficult to wear 
under normal clothes and 
are not waterproof, which 
makes it difficult to take 
part in normal activities like 
swimming. 

“An alternative type of 
pump is available which de¬ 
livers insulin which can be 
placed in various places on 
the skin. 

“The unit, known as 
a patch pump, is much 
smaller than those which 
deliver insulin through a 
cannula and is waterproof. 

The Labour MP con¬ 
cluded: “Patch pumps have 
the potential to vastly im¬ 
prove the quality of life of 
patients with Type 1 Dia¬ 
betes. 

“Unfortunately they are 
not available on the NHS 
and are prohibitively expen¬ 
sive for patients and their 
families.” 


Paving slabs and block 
pavers between The Bridge 
and Park Mall had been re¬ 
placed with machine-applied 
red-chipped asphalt as part 
of improvements started in 
April. 

The council carried out 
the work as a result of wear 
and tear over the years. The 
water leak recently occurred 
in the area near to Holland 
& Barrett. 

Officials have now put 
down a new surface, which 
is different to what was put 
in place as part of April’s 
revamp, but the water com¬ 
pany has agreed to re-in¬ 
state what was there. 

Regeneration chief coun¬ 
cillor Adrian Andrew said: 
“It is disappointing that so 
soon after this much needed 
work was carried out in 
Park Street the surface has 
had to be dug up again.” 

South Staffs Water said 
when the original resur¬ 
facing work had been com¬ 
pleted the stop tap was been 
covered over meaning the 
new surface had to be dug 
up. 

And the company says 
a repair team had initially 
gone to carry out necessary 
repairs on an evening with 
the correct coloured tarmac 
but had been asked to leave 
the area by police because of 
‘activity’ taking place in the 
town. 

A second team attended 
days later but did not have 
the correct coloured tar- 
maclt comes as more disrup¬ 
tion, due to required digging 
work, is planned in Park 
Street during the multi-mil¬ 
lion pound electrification of 
the rail line. 



two thirds say cut immigration 


NEARLY two thirds of people in the West 
Midlands want immigration to fall ‘a lot’ 
while half say it has been bad for Britain, a 
survey reveals today. 

In an annual report on British social at¬ 
titudes, 46 per cent of people said Britain’s 
cultural life had been generally undermined 
by migrants and 52 per cent thought it had 
been bad for the economy. Asked if the 
number of immigrants to Britain should 
change, 63 per cent of people in the West 
Midlands said it should fall ‘a lot’. 


The West Midlands was broadly in line 
with the rest of the country however only 
26 per cent of people in inner London felt 
the same way. The survey is the 31st an¬ 
nual report by NatCen Social Research. 

It reveals that more people than a dec¬ 
ade ago now believe people should speak 
English and live in Britain to be considered 
British. The figure stands at 95 per cent for 
people expecting that anyone truly British 
should speak English compared with 86 per 
cent in 2003.

A NURSERY in the Black 
Country has been rated as 
inadequate by education 
inspectors, who raised con¬ 
cerns about safeguarding 
children and their safety. 

The Beeches Day Nurs¬ 
ery, in Beechdale, Walsall, 
was given the rating by 
Ofsted following a recent 
inspection and has been is¬ 
sued with a welfare require¬ 
ments notice requiring the 
nursery to address issues in 
staff training. 

Inspectors found the 
nursery ‘failed to identify 
and address several risks 
to children’s health and 
safety’. 

According to a recently 
published report, attend¬ 
ance was also not recorded 
properly and learning and 
development was ‘poor’. 

Inspectors observed ac¬ 
tivities, looked at records, 
held meetings with staff and 
spoke to children and par¬ 
ents during the inspection. 

A notice has been issued 
to the nursery which re¬ 
quires all staff to be trained 
to ensure that they under¬ 
stand the safeguarding pol¬ 
icy and procedures. 

Inspectors said that a 
daily attendance record 
should be kept and the nurs¬ 
ery should ensure robust 
observation and assessment 
of children’s learning is in 
place.

Family appeal to find missing woman

WORRIED relatives of a woman missing 
for two weeks made a desperate plea for 
help to find her, as they revealed: “We fear 
the worst.” 

Relatives of Amanda Hawkins urged 
people to check outbuildings, garages and 
gardens for the missing 44-year-old, as it 
emerged that up to 30 police officers were 
working on the search. The last confirmed 
sighting of Amanda, from Moxley, who has 
a mental health condition and requires 
medication, was getting off a bus in Lich¬ 
field Road, Brownhills, at 4pm on May 30. 

She has a history of memory loss and 


going missing, but only usually for days 
at a time, with police admitting they are 
‘gravely concerned’ for her welfare. 

Her brother Rob, aged 42, from London, 
has made a heartfelt plea for help in tracing 
Amanda, who lives in assisted accommoda¬ 
tion in Sutton Road, at a press conference. 

“We are all very worried for my sister’s 
safety. She has never been away from her 
home for such a long period. Amanda is 
a vulnerable person and will be very con¬ 
fused, exhausted and scared due to her con¬ 
dition.” Her cousin Faye Harris, 39, from 
Birmingham, who started crying at one 


point, added: “We hope someone is taking 
care of her and if they are to just call the 
police, get her to safety and get her medi¬ 
cation sorted.” 

DCI Chris Wilkes, from Walsall Police, 
said: “We remain hopeful that Amanda will 
be found alive and well, however as time 
passes we are gravely concerned for her 
welfare.” 

Amanda is white, 5ft 2in and of a large 
build, with shoulder-length straight au¬ 
burn hair, and blue eyes. She is believed to 
be wearing a green jacket. Anyone with in¬ 
formation should call Walsall police on 101.

INSPIRATIONAL teenager Ste¬ 
phen Sutton has been honoured 
with an MBE in the Queen’s Birth¬ 
day Honours, just weeks after los¬ 
ing his fight against cancer. 

The 19-year-old from Burnt wood 
was told of the honour before he 
died declaring it ‘awesome’ and 
giving it the ‘thumbs up’. He is 
among a host of Staffordshire and 
Black Country recipients. Commu¬ 
nity campaigners, charity workers, 


teachers and police officers are 
among the many local winners. 

Stephen’s MBE is backdated to 
the date of his death last month, 
which touched millions and resulted 
in a huge boost in donations to the 
Teenage Cancer Trust. 

His mother Jane said although 
he always said he did not want rec¬ 
ognition for his charity work, even 
he acknowledged that to receive an 
MBE was ‘awesome’. 


The teenager, who was diagnosed 
with bowel cancer aged 15, became 
a household name as he helped raise 
£4million for the fight against can¬ 
cer. Mrs Sutton said she was ‘truly 
delighted and immensely proud’ 
that he had been recognised in the 
honours. 

She said: “Shortly before Stephen 
passed away on May 14 he received 
a letter from the Cabinet Office ask¬ 
ing if he was agreeable to accepting 


an MBE in recognition of his fund¬ 
raising and services to the Teenage 
Cancer Trust. He thought it was 
an incredible honour to have been 
nominated and it definitely got the 
thumbs up.” 

“Although Stephen continually 
told all of us that he didn’t do his 
charity work for recognition, even 
he acknowledged that to be ap¬ 
pointed a Member of the Order of 
the British Empire was awesome.” 


Jail for shop boss in 
£40k benefits fraud 


A SHOP owner has been jailed for 42 weeks, 
after he and his partner swindled more than 
£40,000 in benefits. 

Jiwan Singh, who owns a shop on Bloxwich Road 
in Walsall, was locked up for his part in the con 
which saw his partner claim she was a single parent. 
The 47-year-old had a total of £44,224.59 paid into 


his bank account. 

Meanwhile account while 
his partner, Sandeep Kaur, 
was falsely claiming the 
funds through income sup¬ 
port, housing benefit and 
council tax benefit. 

Kaur, from Dora Road in 
West Bromwich, was handed 
the same 42-week sentence 
butthe judge suspended her 
term for two years. 

But the two will not be re¬ 
quired to pay anything back 
to the state, as they have no 
‘discernible assets’. 

During a hearing at Wol¬ 
verhampton Crown Court 
last Thursday, prosecuting 
barrister Miss Cathlyn Or¬ 
chard said 35-year-old Kaur 
had been properly claiming 
income support from May 
2005, as she was a lone par¬ 
ent with two children. 

But the fraud started in 
2007 when she started a re¬ 
lationship with Singh, who 
lives at the same address 
as his shop. Miss Orchard 
said: “In March of that year 
he was making a mortgage 
application for a property in 
Freda Road, West Bromwich 
in which he describes her 
as his wife. “In September 
2007 she submitted a claim

for housing and council tax 
benefit, again describing 
herself a a lone parent with 
two dependent children. She 
gives her address as Dora 
Road in West Bromwich 
and identifies Jiwan Singh 
as the owner of that address 
and her landlord.” 

Benefits officers then 
asked for more details about 
her tenancy, and she gave 
them a false agreement 
document signed by herself 
and Singh, posing as her 
landlord. He had in fact 
purchased the property on 
September 14, and the in¬ 
tention was that they would 
live there as husband and 
wife. Then, on March 11 
2009, the pair had a child 
together. That was not de¬ 
clared, as it would have 
affected her housing and 
council tax benefit. 

Mr Christopher Rodwell, 
representing Singh, did not 
accept that he had a leading 
role in the fraud. He added: 
“He did the right thing and 
pleaded guilty eventually.” 

The two had both previ¬ 
ously pleaded guilty.

A BAR in Walsall town centre is getting a £40,000 facelift 
after it was taken over by new owners. 

The Wharf 10 bar at Walsall Waterfront has had a new 
floor, and new sound and lighting equipment installed. 

New operator CIC Estates bought the Wolverhampton

Wharf 10 manager Adam Kennedy said: “It was in a bit 
of a state when we came in, but it looks like a new venue 
now. We hope to pull in some new customers as a result.” 

The bar was the first development to be created at the 
Walsall Waterfront.

Volunteer 
move on 
county's 
libraries 

MORE than half of a coun¬ 
ty’s libraries - including two 
near Walsall - are set to be 
run by volunteers in a bid to 
help save £1.3 million over 
the next three years. 

Jobs are now at risk as 
Staffordshire County Coun¬ 
cil proposals would see com¬ 
munity organisations take 
on the management of 24 of 
the county’s 43 libraries. 

Under the proposals, 
which will go out for a 12- 
week consultation subject 
to the council’s cabinet 
approval next week, the 
centres would be classed as 
either ‘library local,’ ‘core’ 
or ‘extras’. Those which 
are classed as ‘local’ include 
Cheslyn Hay and Great 
Wyrley. 

The council will continue 
to supply books and profes¬ 
sional support, but organi¬ 
sations will decide on what 
activities to provide. Police 
and health workers could 
also be invited to share the 
buildings in Cannock, South 
Staffordshire and Stafford. 
The council insists that 
there are no plans to close 
buildings. 

Councillor Mike Law¬ 
rence, cabinet member 
for children, localism and 
communities, said: “There 
are no plans to close any 
libraries and these changes 
are not simply about about 
saving money.” 

War impact is

AN exhibition about the im¬ 
pact of the First World War 
on Walsall has opened. 

The display at Walsall 
Local History Centre, en¬ 
titled Walsall’s Great War, 
looks at the effect the con¬ 
flict had on residents.

This is the first of a se¬ 
ries of exhibitions which 
over the next four years will 
highlight Walsall’s contribu¬ 
tion to the war effort. They 
represent only a small frac¬ 
tion of the centre’s informa¬ 
tion on the war.

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500,000 
ring NHS 
helpline 
for region 

A TOTAL of 500,000 calls 
have been made to the NHS 
111 phone line in the West 
Midlands since the region’s 
ambulance service took over 
the contract last year. 

Health chiefs have an¬ 
nounced that they reached 
the landmark figure exactly 
seven months to the day 
since they took over as the 
providers of NHS 111 in the 
region. 

West Midlands Ambu¬ 
lance Service, based in 
Brierley Hill, has been run¬ 
ning 111 since November 
11, 2013, after previous pro¬ 
viders NHS Direct decided 
to step out of their contract. 
The 111 team is based at a 
control centre at the Water¬ 
front with about 170 health 
advisers. The number is 
used by those who need 
medical help fast but not in 
cases of a 999 emergency. 

Across the 500,000 calls, 
WMAS has answered 96.8 
per cent within 60 seconds 
against a national target of 
95 per cent, while 0.4 per 
cent have been abandoned, 
against a national target of 
under five per cent. 

NHS 111 (West Midlands) 
director Daren Fradgley 
said: “A lot of people have 
put in a lot of hard work 
to help restore the public’s 
faith in the service, for 
which I am extremely grate¬ 
ful.” 

Bee app-yto 
help count 

PEOPLE in the West Mid¬ 
lands are wanted to take 
part in the first Great Brit¬ 
ish Bee Count. 

The count will run from 
now until the end of August 
and will be used to help sci¬ 
entists get an understand¬ 
ing of overall bee health.

Two ambulances and a paramedic area 
support officer were sent to the scene after 
emergency services received five 999 calls 
about the incident. 

West Midlands Ambulance Service 
spokesman Murray MacGregor said when 
crews arrived they found a Tesco delivery 
van on its side with damage to its near side 


and a Mercedes car with front end dam¬ 
age. The driver of the delivery van suffered 
minor injuries and it is understood that the 
car driver was not seriously injured. 

Mr MacGregor said: “Fortunately neither 
driver was seriously hurt, but the crash did 
cause considerable congestion in the area. 
The driver of the van a man estimated to 
be in his late 40s had to be helped out of 
the overturned vehicle but had only minor 
injuries. 

“The car driver, who was estimated to 
be in his late 20s or early 30s was similarly 
largely unhurt. Both were assessed by am¬

Returning after all these years, 
it is good to see that things 
have not changed too much. 
Of course, most of the changes 
that have taken place are for the 
worse - the ugly tourist infor¬ 
mation centre on the seafront, 
the proliferation of tea huts on 
the beach, the confusing road 
changes. But, for all this, it is still 
essentially the same old place 
that it always was, from the sand 
sculptures and Punch and Judy 
shows, to the sun-kissed joys of 
the harbour. 

But one thing I have learned 
during the short break is that 
I now have a burning hatred of 
pedalos. When I first went to 
Weymouth in 1979, one of the 
greatest joys was hiring a float. 
The simple wooden rafts, with 
their crude oars, provided end¬ 
less fun for something like £1.20 
an hour. You walked up to the ki¬ 
osk a mere mortal, you returned 
a seafaring hero. Ok, there might 
be a bit of hyperbole going on 
there, but you get my drift. 

Anyway, the floats are long 
gone, to be replaced by the 
hateful pedalos. Flabby, tat¬ 
tooed teenagers, racing these 
stupid vessels at breakneck 
speed, mowing down anybody 
who stands in their way. And 
they make an annoying clicking 
sound. 

Pedalo-users are the maritime 
equivalent of the militant cycling 
fraternity, those Lycra-clad ur¬ 
ban terrorists who have turned 
our pavements into no-go areas. 

We keep being told there is 
an obesity epidemic among the 
youngsters, but is this really a 
surprise when they cannot even 
manage to row their own rafts in 
the sea? 

Solve the obesity crisis, ban 
pedalos. Makes sense to me.

INCIDENTALLY, during my 
weekend in Weymouth, there 
were two signs which showed 
just what is going wrong with our 
country.

SCREAMING fans flag him 
down on the street desperate 
to have their photograph taken 
with him. 

This 23-year-old waiter from the 
Black Country is all but living the 
celebrity dream - thanks to his un¬ 
canny resemblance to One Direction 
star Harry Styles. 

With millions of adoring fans, the pop 
star is one of the most in-demand pop 
stars on the planet. 

And with almost identical boyish good 
looks, Nathan Land, from Walsall, is 
stopped by groups of girls on a daily basis 
thinking they have struck gold and stum¬ 
bled upon their hero. 

They all want the holy grail for One 
Direction fans - a selfie with Harry, a 
bandmate of Wolverhampton’s Liam 
Payne.

And though they are sometimes dis¬ 
appointed to discover he is not the man 
himself, Nathan is happy to pose for pic¬ 
tures and says he is enjoying the atten¬ 
tion. 

He said: “I am always stopped when 
I am out and about, with people asking 
me for a photo. 

“Younger fans get really excited and I 
can see them tapping their mum of the 
shoulder and asking if they can have a 
pictures with Harry. I think it is quite 
funny.” 

Though Nathan admits they have sim¬ 
ilar dress sense, Nathan insists he does 
not try to look like Harry. 

But he often wears white T shirts and 
skinny jeans just like the stylish mega 
star. Nathan said: “I have naturally curly

hair which is Harry’s most famous fea¬ 
ture - some people think I have had a 
perm, but it is all real.” 

The part-time waiter is often asked to 
make appearances at children’s birth¬ 
day parties. 

And Nathan was once given a £20 tip 
for serenading one of his customer’s 
daughters with the One Direction song, 
‘One way or another’. 

Nathan said: ‘She really wanted to 
surprise her daughter, so she tipped 


me so I would sing to her - it was re¬ 
ally cringey but I still did it and the girl 
loved it.’ 

But it’s not all adoring fans - the 
Harry lookalike has said he has had 
men pick fights with him on nights out. 

Nathan said: “A lot of guys hate 
Harry Styles because their girlfriends 
like him, so I have had the odd punch 
thrown at me - but it’s just part and 
parcel of it.’ 

Nathan admits that looking like 


Harry Styles does help him attract the 
opposite sex, although it’s not always 
worked to his advantage. 

He said: “I was with a girl in Star- 
bucks one time, and everything was 
going well. Then a middle-aged man who 
was on his own came over and told me 
he was having a selfie with me. 

“He pushed the camera in front of us, 
took the pictures and then walked off 
laughing. It wasn’t the best timing.” 

He is now hoping to do more profes¬ 
sional lookalike work after attracting 
attention with his appearances as Harry. 

“If I can get the work, I would be 
happy to make more appearances,” he 
said. 

The only drawback is Nathan admits 
he isn’t the biggest fan of the band. 

He said: “They remind me of summer 
because their songs always come out 
then, I’m not a massive fan but I don’t 
have anything against the band. 

“My life has got better because of 
them, so I can’t really complain.” 

The band have courted controversy 
over the last fortnight when footage 
published online, which appeared to 
have been filmed by Louis Tomlinson 
during the band’s tour in Peru, seemed 
to show him smoking cannabis with 
bandmate Zayn Malik. 

Some fans of the boyband have criti¬ 
cised them. But Cowell, who discovered 
them on the X Factor in 2010, spoke in 
their favour during a fundraising event 
in London. 

He said: “What I can say is, I’ve 
worked with the boys for a long time.

WHEN David Cameron didn’t 
quite win the last General Elec¬ 
tion he distanced himself from 
one of Margaret Thatcher’s fa¬ 
mous lines: “There is no such 
thing (as society).” 

He concluded there was such 
a thing, but that it wasn’t the 
same as the state. What he set 
out to create with his ‘big socie¬ 
ty’ project was a way of encour¬ 
aging people to play an active 
part in the community and make 
it easier to run a charity or volun¬ 
tary organisation. 

Four years on and it’s not a 
buzz phrase you hear a fat lot - 
not, at least, as often as you hear 
‘bedroom tax’ or ‘help to buy’ or 
even ‘regional growth fund’. 

But it’s still there in the back¬ 
ground. It didn’t come into play 
when Tory councillors in Staf¬ 
fordshire started discussing the 
sacred cows that are libraries, 
even though it fits their propos¬ 
als to use volunteers. 

In Wolverhampton, a Labour 
plan to scale back opening 
hours and recruit an army of vol¬ 
unteers was met with a wave of 
petitions and protests. 

Half the battle, I always 
thought, was in a name. Every¬ 
one knows what a library is. It’s 
a place with lots of books where 
pre-schoolers can go and have 
story time and sing The Wheels 
On The Bus and where grown¬ 
ups can get on the internet. A 
community hub was something 
else no-one had ever heard of. 

So Staffordshire has at least 
been savvy enough to use the 
word ‘library’ in the plan its 
councillors haven’t quite yet 
unveiled. They’re going to be 
known as ‘library core’, ‘library 
local’ and ‘library extra’. 

Key to making sure librar¬ 
ies are open will be moving 
away from the ‘one size fits 
all approach’. And that means 
the public will have to step in 
and volunteer. In a climate of 
squeezed public spending, cou¬ 
pled with increased demand for 
services from an ageing popu¬ 
lation and looked after children, 
it’s no longer enough to just say 
‘use it or lose it’. 

Now, if you want to keep 
something going you have to 
offer to run it as well. The big 
society is based on the idea of 
people wanting to volunteer their 
time to help out. 

But at the same time, if the 
government’s figures are to be 
believed, there are millions more 
people in private sector employ¬ 
ment than when the Coalition 
came to office. I barely have the 
time to read novels as it is, let 
alone run a library. 

I’d love to believe there are 
so many people out there who 
have the time and the inclination 
to save their libraries from dwin¬ 
dling stocks of books and short¬ 
er opening hours. 

I certainly don’t criticise the 
county council for asking if 
there’s anyone out there pre¬ 
pared to do it. I’m just a little 
worried what might happen if the 
answer is no.

Honoured couple mark 
65 years of marriage 



A COUPLE who first laid eyes 
on each other during de-mob 
leave after military service 
during the Second World War 
are celebrating their 65th 
wedding anniversary. 

Reg and Anne Wrighton have 
spent much of their married life 
dedicating themselves to volun¬ 
tary work and organising the pop¬ 
ular Willenhall Old Folks Treat, 
which was held for the last time 
in April. 

They have been at the helm of the 
pensioners’ knees-up since they said 
T do’.

Mr Wrighton saw action with the 
Royal Navy in the Far East and the 
Burma campaign as a petty officer, 
while Mrs Wrighton was a wireless op¬ 
erator in the WAAF. Afterwards they 
joined the British Legion and helped to 
set up the transport section with the 
encouragement of Reg’s father who 
saw their potential. 

Mr Wrighton, who was an engineer¬ 
ing manager, and his wife, a former 
clerical worker, of Castle Drive, Sum¬ 
mer Hayes, had one son Ralph, now 
aged 63, and aside from their charity 
efforts also serve as school governors. 

In addition they have been coun¬ 
cillors, with Mr Wrighton serving as 
chairman of the old Willenhall District 
Council in 1963 while Mrs Wrighton 
served Short Heath ward on Walsall 
Council. Mrs Wrighton, who was also a 
magistrate for 33 years, serving on the 


Walsall bench, was made an OBE for 
her services to the judiciary in 1991. 
In 1999 Mr Wrighton was presented 
with an MBE for his services to the 
community. 

Anne said: “We have been a team for 
65 years and we started the Old Folks 
Treat back then, it’s fitting that the 
final one was the 65th party.” 


They have three granddaughters 
Elizabeth, 30, Hannah, 28, Alice 25, 
and a great grandson Nathan, eight 
months. 

“In Black Country language, we are 
still hostin’,” Mr Wrighton said. 

They celebrated their milestone 
anniversary with a meal and are plan¬ 
ning a big family party in July.

Jail term 
for dealer 
following 
gun find 

A DRUG dealer who had a handgun and more 
than £5,000 worth of cocaine and crack hid¬ 
den in his Black Country flat has been jailed 
for eight years. 

Police raided the property in Pendlebury Close, 
Bentley, in the early hours of August 2 last year, 
Wolverhampton Crown Court was told. 


Jamie Wint was not at the 
address he shared with his 
father when they discovered 
a black bag on a bedside 
table. 

Inside was a sock in which 
the .22 revolver was hidden. 
The weapon had an empty 
ammunition magazine but 
was in good working order, 
revealed Mr David Swinner- 
ton, prosecuting. 

In addition officers found 
cocaine and crack with a 
total value of £5,226 along 
with a substantial amount 
of a cutting agent. 

Two sets of scales and a 
bullet proof vest were also 
recovered from the flat, the 
court heard. Father of one 
Wint, 29, who was on bail 
for another drug offence 
at the time, was finally ar¬ 
rested on August 19. 

His previous convictions 
included possession of a

It's ale for sale with 
Highgate site auction 


AN HISTORIC brewery that 
once produced a beloved 
Black Country brew is to go 
under the auctioneer’s ham¬ 
mer with a £850,000 guide 
price. 

Highgate Brewery in Walsall 
was launched in 1898 by James 
Fletcher to produce beer for work¬ 
ers in the town’s leather industry. 

At its peak it employed 65 and was 
producing 100,000 barrels a year and 
providing its beer to more than 400 
pubs and clubs across the West Mid¬ 
lands. Production of beer at the brew¬ 
ery, in Sandymount Road, no longer 
takes place, but for more than a cen¬ 
tury it was best known for its High¬ 
gate Dark Mild and a stronger winter 
version called Highgate Old. 

The historic brewery has been put 
up for auction by current owners 
Smethwick-based Empire Star, which 
also own Davenports. It will be sold at 
the CPBigwood property auction in 
the Holte Suite at Villa Park on July 
3 at 11am. 

A guide price of £850,000 has been 
put on the Grade II-listed complex 
which stands on a 1.14-acre site and is 
said to be suitable for conversion into 
apartments. 

Bob Newton, from the Friends of 
Highgate Brewery, said: “We are to¬ 
tally against that. The brewery has 
got a fascinating heritage since it was 
built by the Fletcher family in 1898. 

“The really interesting parts of the 
brewery, including the old brewing 
vessels, can’t be seen from outside, 
but we are hoping that they can be 
preserved.” 

He said the group was working with 
Walsall Civic Society and the Walsall 
branch of the Campaign for Real Ale 
to try and preserve an important part 
of Walsall’s heritage. “The brewery is 
a listed building and it would be awk-

ward for any buyer to develop it into 
apartments. We would hope it will be 
treated sympathetically,” added Mr 
Newton. 

A spokeswoman for Davenports 
said: “We are very conscious of the 
iconic status of the brewery and its 
brands.” She said that talks were in

progress about preserving its heritage. 

The brands, including Highgate 
Dark Mild and Highgate Walsall Gold, 
are being retained by Davenports and 
the mild is still brewed at another lo¬ 
cation. For several years the brewery, 
which was listed in 1986, was also used 
to brew Davenports’ beers.

Burglar who 
targeted his 
neighbours 
is locked up 


A PROLIFIC burglar who raided the homes of 
his neighbours during a decade-long crime 
spree has been jailed for four years. 

Drug addict David Fellows broke into homes in 
and around the Coalpool area of Walsall while occu¬ 
pants slept upstairs, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. The 33-year-old’s recent spate of burglaries 
came a year after he had been released from prison. 

Fellows had served a ■ by Peter Madeley 
tour-year sentence tor com- ■_I_ 


mitting similar offences. He 
was told by Judge Michael 
Dudley that his neighbours 
would feel safer in their own 
homes knowing that he had 
been locked away. 

Mr Mark Rees prosecut¬ 
ing, told the court: “Fellows 
has a standard procedure, 
usually breaking into homes 
in the early morning. The 
properties he targets are al¬ 
most always close to where 
he lives.” The prosecutor 
told the court that on March 
19 Fellows sneaked into a 
home just a few doors down 
from where he lived on Can¬ 
non Street in Coalpool. 

“The homeowner had just 
left to go to work leaving his 
wife and four children at 
home,” said Mr Rees. “Fel¬ 
lows clambered over a gate 
and managed to gain entry 
through an open window. 


“Once inside he took away 
a handbag containing a gold 
chain and two bank cards.” 

The court heard CCTV 
images taken from a con¬ 
venience store in Bloxwich 
later that day showed Fel¬ 
lows making two failed at¬ 
tempts to withdraw £200 
from a cash machine. 

Mr Rees said while police 
were attempting to track 
him down, Fellows struck 
again at a house in Roebuck 
Road on March 31. Fellows 
was later arrested after 
blood found in the house 
linked him to the scene. 

Mr Oliver Woolhouse, de¬ 
fending, said: “Behind all of 
his offending has been an 
addiction to Class A drugs.” 

Fellows, of Cambridge 
Walk, Walsall, pleaded 
guilty to two counts of bur¬ 
glary.

Accidents 
fuel plans 
for better 
road safety 


ROAD safety improvements are being con¬ 
sidered in Walsall as part of £160,000 work, 
following a series of accidents including one 
which left a man dead. 

Council highways officers are looking at a num¬ 
ber of measures on two routes in Darlaston. This 
includes a 20mph speed limit, improved road mark¬ 


ings and better signs. 

The changes would be 
made along Wolverhampton 
Street where there were 11 
recorded accidents between 
November 2010 and 2013. 

One of them saw father - 
of-five Harbans Lai killed 
after being hit by a motor¬ 
bike while crossing the road 
in December 2010. 

The scheme is subject to 
Walsall Council securing 
the necessary funding and 
is anticipated it would cost 
up to £109,000. 

The authority is also 
looking at improved road 
markings as part of a poten¬ 
tial £50,000 programme at 
Moxley Road where there 
were seven accidents in the 
three-year period. 

This would again rely on 
the authority getting fund¬ 
ing. Darlaston councillor 
Chris Bott said improve¬ 
ments were particularly 
needed on Wolverhampton

Street. “The residents are 
concerned,” she said. 

“There have been some 
bad accidents along there. 
Someone was taken off in an 
air ambulance from there a 
couple of weeks ago. 

“We definitely need some 
safety measures down 
there.” 

They are among a series 
of road projects being looked 
at by highways officers 
ahead of more firm propos¬ 
als being drawn up. 

There are already plans 
for Bloxwich Road in Blox- 
wich to receive £120,000 
safety measures after a 
number of accidents. 

New surfacing, mark¬ 
ings, signs and better pe¬ 
destrian refuges have been 
earmarked between Harden 
Road and Elmore Green, 
Bloxwich.

Polio group remembers the good 
old days of showbiz stars' visits 


THEY were brought together as 
children after contracting the de¬ 
bilitating disease polio. 

Now more than 60 years on mem¬ 
bers of a support group have reunited 
for a trip down memory lane. 

Members of the Walsall branch of the 
British Polio Association held a special 
event on Saturday to reflect on times gone 
by - as well as marking the official unveil¬ 
ing of the group’s new base at the Pinfold 
Centre in Bloxwich. 

It was also a chance to mark the 75th an¬ 
niversary of the British Polio Association. 

The Walsall branch was created in 1948 
to help families who had children with the 
debilitating disease which affects mobility. 

Branch secretary and president Sheila 
Griffin also had plenty to celebrate as the 
weekend event coincided with her 75th 
birthday. The members rolled out a special 
cake and decorated the centre with balloons 
for the occasion. 

Mrs Griffin contracted polio when she

was just six. She said: “My mum noticed 
I was dragging my foot as I walked home 
from school. Before that I suffered from 
terrible headaches and would take aspirin 
to ease the pain. 

“When my polio was diagnosed I had 
to go into hospital for four months and 
wasn’t allowed any visitors. I remember it 
well. The doctors said the germ had got in 
through my ears.” 

In 1948, she was taken along to the Wal¬ 
sall branch of the British Polio Association 
by her parents. 

In the same year she joined, so did Stan 
Wright from Pelsall and Derek Parr from 
Walsall Wood, both now in their 70s. All 
three attended the reunion at the weekend 
and it was a chance to catch up. 

Mrs Griffin continued: “I hadn’t seen 
Stan for about 50 years. I didn’t recognise 


him when he came in because he looks to¬ 
tally different, but Derek I saw about six 
years ago. 

“It was Derek who found Stan after 
bumping into one of his relatives. We found 
a photo of the three of us together taken 
many years ago. We were on holiday with 
the branch in Worthing in 1954 as we used 
to go on trips and holidays. It was wonder¬ 
ful to be reunited with them after all these 
years.” 

The group has put on some memorable 
socials for its members over the years. 

Singer Danny La Rue performed at a 
Christmas party in the 1960s and ventrilo¬ 
quist Terry Hall took Lenny the Lion along 
to entertain the group as well. 

Mrs Griffin said: “We used to send a taxi 
to the Grand Theatre in Wolverhampton or 
the Hippodrome in Birmingham and pick 
up the stars of the pantomime. They would 
come and perform for us free of charge after 
performing in the panto. It was great..” 

Over the years members of the group also 
went on holiday to Worthing into a hotel 


owned by the British Polio Association. Mrs 
Griffin added: “Even though polio has been 
eradicated, around 120,000 of us are suffer¬ 
ing from post polio syndrome. 

“I had polio in my right leg but it is now 
my left leg that I’m having trouble with. 
Our other limbs not affected by polio all 
those years ago are suffering now.” 

The Mayor of Walsall, Councillor Moham¬ 
mad Nazir, was among the 30 or so guests 
at the Pinfold Centre. Councillor Nazir cut 
the ribbon to mark the official opening of 
the new headquarters. 

The Walsall branch is running a stall at 
Pelsall Carnival on July 5 as part of their 
activities to mark the 75th anniversary of 
the British Polio Association. The group 
meets every Saturday and has a 70-strong 
adult membership. 

Polio is an infectious disease caused by 
one of three types of Polio virus. It enters 
the body through the nose or mouth. The 
virus may go on to invade the central nerv¬ 
ous system, destroying or damaging the 
nerve cells that control the muscles.

Mice-hit balti 
boss avoids jail 

THE owner of a mice and cockroach-infest¬ 
ed curry house described as being among 
the worst ever seen by public health officers 
has avoided a jail sentence. 

Ibrar Hussain was running the Caldmore 
Balti House when inspectors found mouse 
droppings. The extent of the problem at 
the premises, in Caldmore Road, Caldmore, 
Walsall, was discovered after a tip-off. 

Mouse droppings were also seen on crock¬ 
ery, cutlery, cooking utensils and in drink¬ 
ing glasses, Wolverhampton Crown Court 
heard. Hussain, aged 57, of Drayton Street, 
Walsall, admitted four counts of hygiene 
failings which led to the premises being 
temporarily shut down last March. 

Mr Thomas Scholfield, defending, said 
significant remedial work was carried out 
after the raid and Hussain had since ac¬ 
quired a food hygiene certificate. 

“The business was reopened on March 11 
and has remained open since. In my sub¬ 
mission the breaches were borne out of in¬ 
experience,” he said. The restaurant is now 
being run by the defendant’s sons. 

For each offence Hussain was sentenced 
to six months jail suspended for 18 months, 
given 150 hours unpaid work to run concur¬ 
rently. He was ordered to pay £2,321 costs.

What’s great about the high street 
is that you can go out in your lunch 
hour and buy a red dress in your 
size and everything’s very easy. 

“But if you put the time in to buy 


the right stuff, your wardrobe is 
going to be full or stuff that you 
love, and getting dressed is going 
to be less stressful each day.” 

The first person Dawn tries to 
convert is Bristol girl Chevonne, 
who refuses to shop anywhere 
other than the high street, but 
admits she’s tired of looking the 
same as every one else. 

Can she be convinced that 
buying vintage will help her find her 
own unique look? 

Well, at least Dawn can use 
herself as an example of the 
transforming power of vintage. She 
says: “I couldn’t keep up with 
trends, I couldn’t really be 
fashionable.

The new 275 Trophy is the latest in a line of limited edition 
Megane Renaultsports, which began with the 265 Trophy in 
2011 and continued with the Red Bull Racing RB8. 

Widely acclaimed both for its on-road performance, as 
well as its sublime track handling, the Cup chassis with 
limited slip differential comes as standard with the Megane 
Renaultsport 275 Trophy. 

To allow customers to appreciate the car’s dynamic qual¬ 
ities even further, Renaultsport’s engineers have worked 
extensively on its powerplant to extract yet more power, 
leading to an additional 10 horsepower.

Baggies fans called to give Irvine a chance 


ALBION old-boy Darren Carter is calling 
on furious fans to give new boss Alan Irvine 
a chance as anger over his shock appoint¬ 
ment reached boiling point. 

More than 7,000 fans voted in an internet 
poll with 83 per cent claiming Irvine is the 
wrong choice to be Hawthorns head coach. 

But Carter, who played for Irvine in his 
first managerial job at Preston, backed 
the 55-year-old Scot to prove his doubters 
wrong. 

Carter said: “I understand the frustra¬ 
tion of the supporters because it’s a sur¬ 
prise appointment. 

“It was a surprise to me to see Alan and 
Rob Kelly get the jobs, but I have worked 
with them so I have first-hand experience 
and I can’t speak highly enough of Alan and 
Rob. 

“Alan is probably the most dedicated 
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coach or manager I have ever worked with. 

“The way he goes about his work, the way 
he plans his sessions and the way he pre¬ 
pares his teams for games is outstanding. 

“He is the most thorough manager I have 
ever played for and I know that the players 
at West Brom will enjoy playing for him. He 
is a manager who will want his team to play 
football. 

“He’s not the type of coach who will ask 
his team to go ‘route one’. 

“He will want them to play football the 
right way and he will encourage his players 
to go out and express themselves, which I’m 
sure the Albion players will love.” 

Irvine’s appointment triggered outrage 
among Albion supporters who had de¬ 


manded an experienced figure to replace 
Pepe Mel after a season of struggle. 

Fans flooded social media with fury and 
threatened to demand refunds on season 
tickets while others tied banners to gates 
at The Hawthorns demanding the exit of 
chairman Jeremy Peace. 

But Birmingham-born defender Sean St 
Ledger, who also played under Irvine at 
Deepdale, echoed Carter’s backing. 

St Ledger said: “I know that any player 
who has played under Alan will speak really 
highly of him. 

“He is excellent on the training field, 
everything you do is geared towards the 
game at the weekend and, of all the man¬ 
agers I’ve played for, he is the one I learned 
most from.” 

Tim Sherwood says he turned down the 
chance to become Albion boss because of 


“missing ingredients”. The Baggies claim 
new boss Alan Irvine was chosen ahead of 
Sherwood after impressing in a second in¬ 
terview. 

But the former Tottenham boss claimed 
this week that he was offered the chance to 
succeed Pepe Mel but rejected the opportu¬ 
nity . 

The discussions are thought to have hit 
a snag over terms for Sherwood’s preferred 
coaches Les Ferdinand and Chris Ramsey, 
although the 45-year-old was unclear over 
whether the presence of assistant boss 
Keith Downing and goalkeeping coach Dean 
Kiely had put him off. 

“I went to speak to the chairman and the 
board there a couple of times and was happy 
with how the discussions were going,” said 
Sherwood. “I was offered the job before we 
started to negotiate but it wasn’t right.” 


Villa could go under 
in a month warning 


A historic Walsall football club could close in 
a month unless a new boss is found, its cur¬ 
rent chiefs revealed at a crunch meeting. 

The stark warning came as Pelsall Villa battles to 
survive after 116 years. 

The club is on the brink of closure after the day-to-day 
running and costs were left to just a handful of dedicated 
volunteers. 


Now chairman Shaun 
Mason has stepped down 
- so the role has fallen to 
former player Mark Bent¬ 
ley, but he told last week’s 
meeting he cannot do the 
job beyond the next month 
as he is juggling work and 
family commitments along 
with trying to keep the club 
afloat. 

He made an urgent ap¬ 
peal for anyone interested in 
taking over the club to come 
forward - and said they 
should not be concerned 
about what title they would 
get or how they would fit 
into the structure. 

He said: “Call it a chair¬ 
man, director, whatever. 
It could be a committee of 
people coming in and if they 
want us to take a back seat 
them fine. We just need 
someone to come in and 
take the club forward.” 

The club plays in the Mid¬ 
land Football Combination 
league but records show 
that football was played in 
Pelsall as long ago as 1898. 
The two world wars meant 
football took a back seat, 
but the club reformed in 
1961, which heralded the 
start of Pelsall Villa as it is 
known today. 

The club also needs volun¬ 
teers at its Bush Ground in 
Walsall Road . 

David Pittaway, who is 
involved in running nearby 
Norton Albion, vowed to 
get friends and team-mates 
involved in the campaign. 
And Walsall FC’s record 
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appearance holder, Jimmy 
Walker, has agreed to ap¬ 
pear as a guest speaker at 
a fundraising event in July. 

And while Mr Mason said 
that would bring in cash, he 
said it was crucial that new 
person comes in to organise 
the club and ‘shake things 
up’. 

He added: “There are too 
many jobs and not enough 
people. I believe there could 
be a big future for this club 
but if no-one comes forward 
then that could be it.” 

The news comes just a 
week after Walsall FC’s 
all-time record appearance 
holder offered to help save 
the club from closure. 

Former Saddlers goal¬ 
keeper Jimmy Walkerof- 
fered to hold a sportsman’s 
evening to raise money - 
and bosses said his input 
and help might just save 
the club. He was contacted 
by the club on Twitter and 
said he would like to get in¬ 
volved with helping the Villa 
get back on its feet. 

It is hoped Mr Walker, 
who made 534 appearances 
for Walsall, will appear at an 
event at Pelsall Social Club 
in late July. Player manager 
Andrew Bentley said: “He 
asked if there was anything 
he could do so it looks like 
he will do this evening for 
us.”

Peace calling for fans to trust his judgement 


JEREMY PEACE is calling on disgruntled 
Albion fans to trust him. 

By appointing Alan Irvine to the sound of 
a furious public backlash, the Baggies chair¬ 
man is effectively calling for a leap of faith 
from the Hawthorns public. 

The problem, he knows, is that the well 
of goodwill has run dry. Instead, Peace can 
only take the flak, smile politely and hope 
his confidence in Irvine is borne out by re¬ 
sults. 

Because if the Scot and technical direc¬ 
tor Terry Burton fail to improve on last 
season’s horrible campaign, Peace is well 
aware the stream of bile he was facing will 
become even more ferocious. 

Already the anger is acute and a disen¬ 
chanted set of fans who wanted to believe 
Peace’s promise to learn from past mis¬ 


takes fear the errors are being repeated. 
No amount of PR can turn the tide. Only 
success on the field can do it. So at least 
until the new season kicks off, Peace will 
just have to cop whatever comes his way. 

In defending the decision to pluck Irvine 
from the obscurity of Everton’s academy 
three years after his last managerial as¬ 
signment ended in ignominy at Sheffield 
Wednesday, Peace will point to his solid 
track record of appointments. 

Roy Hodgson was an inspired if obvious 
choice while Bryan Robson pulled off the 
Great Escape before his reign went sour 
and Tony Mowbray, Roberto Di Matteo and 
Steve Clarke all enjoyed more success than 
disappointment with the Baggies. 

Only Pepe Mel, a choice founded on a 
flight of fancy from the now-departed Dave 


McDonough, went badly wrong. So the 
chairman will feel he deserves the confi¬ 
dence of the Baggies fan base. Eighteen 
months ago, he might have had it. 

Now, after a season and a half that has 
seen so much of Hodgson and Dan Ash¬ 
worth’s fine work unravel, faith in Peace’s 
judgment is at an all-time low. 

So opting for a 55-year-old with no expe¬ 
rience as a Premier League No.l - a man 
rejected five years ago when the club were 
recruiting a Championship boss - repre¬ 
sents a huge gamble. 

Burton’s faith in Irvine is not without 
a basis in logic. The former winger is one 
of the country’s most respected coaches. 
And with the core of the Baggies squad still 
in thrall to the methods of Hodgson and 
Clarke, Burton is betting that Irvine’s un¬ 


doubted training field flair will reinvigorate 
players who despaired at Mel’s limitations. 
While the team might be as underwhelmed 
as the fans, Burton believes a couple of ses¬ 
sions under Irvine will change their mind. 

Irvine is no soft touch. If he maintains 
the methods he displayed at Deepdale and 
Hillsborough, a measure of discipline and 
common purpose will surely be restored. 
Yet however the Baggies paint this puz¬ 
zling appointment, they will not escape le¬ 
gitimate anger among supporters. 

Irvine’s record at North End was solid 
but unspectacular. His reign at Wednesday 
ended with relegation to League One. 

His is hardly a record to inspire enthusi¬ 
asm among supporters still reeling from a 
series of horrors last season. Peace knew as 
much and was braced for a backlash. 


Boosting 43 
Baggies 
squad ‘a 
priority’ 

NEW boss Alan Irvine 
says boosting Albion’s 
squad is his No.l priority 
as he got to work at The 
Hawthorns. 

The former Preston and 
Sheffield Wednesday chief 
admitted adding to his 
squad along with techni¬ 
cal director Terry Burton 
is his first mission.
